1,256 At Present Studying In 
American Colleges 


Nanking Oct, 30, 

According to statistics compiled 
by the Chinese Students’ Federa~ 
tion, 1,256 Chinese students are at 
present studying in 140 colleges 





‘and universities in America, Of 
these, 1,108 are men and 148 
women. 


‘The subjects of study chosen by 
these students include almost every 
branch of science and art. Among 
the most popular studies are educa 
tion, economies, business adminis 
tration, engineering and political 
science. It is interesting to note 
iat one student chose to specialize 
in Latin, another in modern 
dramatics, and still another in the 
Slavonic ‘languages.

of world-opinion and without 
the consent of China, Success 
might be achieved. but, in the 
ight of General Honjo’s recent 
admissions, it would demand a 
Tongedvavn out series of oper 
tions throwing on the heavily 
burdened Japanese nation @ 
load of crushing dimensions, It 
Says much for the splendid, if. 
not always well-advised, patriot- 
ism and discipline of the 
Japanese nation that so des- 
perate a measure can be re~ 
garded as possible.

It 
‘equally perceives, as do others 
‘of the “middle of the road,” the 
lcorollary: China must be assur- 
ed the same immunity. If the 
delegates from the two coun- 
tries observe that, forbearance, 
‘the chances of extracting from 
the forthcoming discussions a 
practical and useful contribution 
to the much-desired agreement 
by consent will be immeasur- 
‘ably enhanced. ‘The world to- 
day may not be much wiser than 
the world of yesterday. In the 
last year, however, many nations 
have learnt many lessons, if 
there be any aptitude in them 
for learning. The chief should 
be that, given certain condi- 
tions, which bring man face 
'to face with the elemental facts 
lof existence, the behaviour of 
‘one group, of one nationality, of 
‘one empire is very like that of 
another.

A STIFF TASK 
Oct, 29. 

No Government in the world| 
to-day is free from anxieties 
}which, in normal times, would be 
looked upon with the greatest ap- 
prehension. So Japan cannot be 
singled out for invidious com- 
ment on that account, The: 
difficulty of her situation has 
‘special peculiarities. With the 
imilitary in the saddle, the Gov- 
jernment at Tokyo must rely 
rather on’ repression of popular: 
discontent than on liberal 
jadjustments of policy. ‘The out- 
spoken comment of _ certain 
Japanese organs, to which this 


journal's Tokyo correspondent ibe 


referred in his despatch publish-_ 
Jed _ yesterda; rmptomatic 
perhaps of ‘certain school of 
thought. It by no means re- 
[presents the opinion of the mass 
of the people who are well 
imbued with the conviction that 
ithe policy of General Araki and 
Count Uchida is right and the 
jonly means of solving the 
pressing problems of the moment. 
Despite the serious financial 
position, the suggestion that 
Japan is faced with a grave 
political and constitutional up- 
fheaval is not endorsed by those 
recently in touch with affairs 
there. “It is igpossible not to 
jadmire the vigour with which the 
men at the top are persevering in 
jas severe a test of fortitude and 
sacrifice ever imposed upon a 
nation. ‘The readmess with 
which the people of Japan accept 
the leadership of the present 
regime is, perhaps, the cause of 
surprised’ resentment at the re- 
fasal of outside opinion to be 
jequally complaisant in endorsing 
jcontentions sedulously put for- 
ward to vindicate Japan's policy.

plausible in Tokyo and in quar

Moscow 
may be thrilled at the prospect 
lof alienating Japan from the 
capitalist Powers. It may be 
doubted whether even Sovi 
‘diplomacy will be equal to th 
task of straddling the traditional 
policy of Russia in the Far East 
I—a legacy hitherto accepted by 
(Moscow—and acquiescence in all 
‘the logical consequences of the 
lcreation of Manchukuo. A modus 
vivendi is possible; a definite 
rapprochement on ' a political 
basis between the two countries 
Imay be possible but its probabil 
ry is insecurely founded. 


Those who blithely believe 
that Japan js fully alive to the 
Inature of the task confronting 
her in Manchuria and capable of 
lensuring its early accomplish- 
ment would do well to consider 
ithe conditions as revealed 
through the gaps in Manchurian 
censorship. The reticent official 
lannouncements from Tokyo, 
supplemented by disclosures 
from recent visitors, friendly to 
the new regime, are ‘not reassur- 
ng this time last year the 
railway journey from Dairen to 
Harbin was as free from risk and 
incident as could well be 
demanded from a country under 
the ordered control of a big 
Jorganisation. There were signs 
lof military ‘activity, especially 
between Mukden and Changchun, 
but the traveller was in no sort 
lof apprehension. To-day a very 
different tale ‘is told. Even 
between Mukden and Dairen 
elaborate defence works are be- 
jing and have been constructed. 
‘The railway between Harbin and 
Manchuli kas been in throes of 
incessant interruption. Banditry 
has ceased to be a local scourge, 
demanding merely the vigilance 
lof that magnificent force the 












































iRailway Guards. It is a military 
problem on a grand scale. The 








fourden of Japanese arguments 
luntil recently has been that, with 
the cutting of the kaoliang a 
Isweeping movement would enable 
the troops to gain the ascen- 
\dancy. Now it is suggested that 
‘the arrival of the winter will 
tend to reduce the bandits" power 
for mischief. It is not added, 
it might be, that the Manchurian 
winter with its fierce severity, is 
fin itself a heavy handicap’ to 
[Japanese military disposition 
General Ma Chan Shan's resis 
tance on the Nonni River was 
Ihelped in no small degree by the 
lelimatic conditions. There is 
little doubt that the badly equip- 
ped volunteers and bandits. will 
hard pressed by the winter. 
They will be able, however, to 
rely on local customs and resour- 
lees for their resistance to. the 
bitter cold, with which the Man- 
churian bandit has long learnt 
lhow to contend. ‘They may lose 
heavily in reduction of their 
leffective strength but, in opera- 
{ions of this kind, the advantage 
is often on the side of the irre- 
salar forces, unhampered as they 
fare by elaborate transport 
rangements, text-book rules 
and General Staff calculations. 
However tight may be the 
Japanese control of the Man- 
lchukuo administration it is safe 
to say that the need for using 
that administration as a sereen 
must throw on the military a 
heavier burden than would 
lacerue from treatment of the 
whole country as enemy coun- 
try. What General Su Ping 
wen has been doing between 
‘Tsitsihar and = Manchuli can 
be repeated elsewhere. In or 
lxanising Manchukuo troops to 
lassist in clearing the country, the 
Japanese are taking risks which 
Ihave already materialised and 
may ‘continue to material 
Defection of Manchukuo units, 
armed and ‘equipped, is an 
aggravating factor in’ the pro~ 
blem.

do not the envious inhabitants of 
St. Peter Barleycorn trudge 
‘twenty miles on market days to 
see it? 

Gracefully acknowledging an 
inability to compete with such 
Paragons, the utility companies 
of Shanghai can still say, with 
Penelope, that they “also have 
not idle.” No doubt the 
Councils recognise the excellen- 
ces of the organisations which 
they have to. regulate in the 
public interest. It would be 
gratifying if the general public 
showed that it, too, had the same 
perspicacity, Sometimes it seems 
as if the utility companies, with 
the weapons of patient ‘diplo- 
macy, had to fight a lone and 
expensive battle against inroads 
‘on what, in essence, are the 
rights of the public,” while the 
public, ironically enough, grum- 
bles at the possible inconvenien- 
ces of such struggles and affe 
to see in them some proof of the 
‘companies’ inherent, wickedne 
‘The Councils have the same pre- 
occupations frequently, if not 
incessantly. They will, it is to 
be hoped, realise that, in dealing 
with them, nothing ‘should be 
done to make the task of the 
utility companies harder, At 
‘this “moment, when economic 
difficulties, die to no-fault of 
Shanghai" perhaps, grievously 
affect the companies, as they do 
every other commercial concern, 
it is particularly desirable that 
discerning “sympathy should be 
available for the moral support 
of the various managements, Let 
it be remembered that the often 
abused capitalist is not entirely 
blind to weakness of the system 
under which he exists. His mind 
is not impenetrably closed to 
those enthusiasms and ideals 
which inform some modert 
schools of economic thought. For 
his own gelf-preservation, to put 
it on no higher ground,’ he is 
ready to replace worn-out meth- 
ods by newer and more effec- 
tive devices. But he has to 
consider, first and foremost, the 
responsibilities of service. In 
Shanghai, taking them all round, 
the utility companies deserve far 
miore commendation than they 
receive. If that statement. be 
‘traversed, it may be replaced by 
“the suggestion that a livelier and 
more intelligent. interest should 
we taken in the work of the 
companies. If that were adopted 
by only a limited section of the 
public, Shanghai would be likely 
to gain enormous self-confidence. 
For, in reality. the utility com: 
panies here do a sound job of 
work, The dressing to be applied 
to their salad should not lack the 
vinegar of alert criticism but it 
should also’ have a due seasoning

NEARLY TWO YEARS 
Oct. 31. 

The First Red Army early in 
October, 1930, eapturea Kwang- 
sang, in South Honan. At first 
their occupation was thought to 
be temporary but, as it was soon 
seen that they were intending 
to stay—they set the towns- 
people to work at pulling down 
ithe City wall on a wage of a 
dollar a day a man—the Rev. 
[Bert Nelson, who had gone into 
hiding on their. entrance, re- 
turned to his Mission House, 
He found it the headquarters of 
the Red’ Army. Taken captive 
lon October 5, he was given food 
land liberty’ of action but 
instructed to regard himself as 
la prisoner and to convey to his 
consul a request for ransom. 
Towards the end of the month 
the United States of America 
lofficially demanded ‘his release. 
Instructions were issued by 
the authorities concerned. 
Nothing effective was done. Mr. 
Nelson was carried by the Red 
Army into their lair _ in 
Hwangan, North Hupeh, after 
they had been compelled to 
evacuate Kwangsang. Six 
months went by without any 
signs that the negotiations be- 
tween the provineial authorities 
land his captors were being 
pressed to completion, Mr. 
Nelson's brother and his friends 
then endeavoured to take action 
lon their own account. Eleven 
ldays after his capture, he had 
been joined by the Rev. Kristo- 
fer K. Tvedt who had also been 
taken’ prisoner. The sum of 
}$10,000 was collected and paid 
to the bandits as ransom for the 
two missionaries. It secured 
the release of dir. ‘Tvedt. A 
further $10,000, after many 
difficult and dangerous journeys 
by the go-betweens, was collect- 
led in silver and notes and hand- 
jed over to the Reds. They broke 
their word. They refused to 
release Mr. Nelson, unless 
lother fantastic demands were 
fulfilled. This carried the 
ordeal “of the unhappy mis- 
lsionary into June 1931. 
terrible floods had greatiy in- 
creased his sufferings by that 

Dysentery and malaria 
had ‘aid him low. In the first 
winter of his captivity he had 
had to endure bitter cold in 
insufficient clothing until his 
friends were able to get warm 
lxarments to him. The heat and 
the horror of ‘the floods out- 
stripped even those hardships. 
His captors, meanwhile, were 
using him to teach them English, 
a factor which, to some extent, 
must have been a mitigant of 
his anxieties, but always there 
jwas the fear that, pressed by the 
activity of the’ Government's 
troops, the bandits would treat 
him as an encumbrance. 

The unavailing efforts to 
Isecuve his release added greatly 
to the difficulties experienced by 
American diplomats in pressing 
demands for energetic action by 
ithe Chinese provincial authori- 
ties, whose supineness in hand-

It is ensy to 
imagine that they were indebted 
to him for instruction - which 
must have been invaluable to 
Imen in their plight and their 
ignorance of the treatment of 
disease. Although not a medical 
man Mr. Nelson was probably 
able to assist them, just as Mrs. 
Pawley and Mr. Corkran tended 
to the wounds ‘and ailments of 
their captors. The termination 
lof this association by. the 
murder of Mr. Nelson supplies a 
grim commentary on the claims 
jof these Red miscreants to any 
leonsideration. ‘They. do not, in 
the slightest degree, descrve 
leredit for the possession of any 

jumane instincts. ‘There ean bo 
Hittle doubt that Mr. Nelson's 
ldeath will create a most painful 
impression in the United States 
jof America and Europe. ‘The 
laction of his captors will be 
Wismissed as in full accord with 
their barbarous 
Attention will be concentr 
jon the futility of ‘the efforts 
made to obtain his release, 
lespecially in the early days of 
ihis captivity. While’ recognis- 
ing the fact that hundreds, or, 
rather thousands, of Chincse 
have met death at the hands of 
the Reds. it must. be pointed out 
that the provincial . authorities, 
‘a8 well as the Central Gover 
ment nominally directing their 
jadministration, will be looked 
lupon as the chief culprits. ‘The 
labsence of information rorard- 
ing Mr. Nelson, for long periods 
of weeks at a time, has been 
itself a sign of a lack of resolu- 
ion, amounting almost to 
indifference, in prosecuting the 
lofforts release.

Railway Company, claim to have 
perfected a method for the extrac- 

ion of fuel oil from coal ‘which is 
lcommercially practical, One ton of 
heavy oil has been extracted from 
two tons of soft coal from the Fu- 
Ishun open cut mines in Manchuria, 
it is asserted. ‘The process is. low 
temperature carbonisation and is 
the result of four years of experi- 
ment. 

An official announcement by the 
railway company says that most of 
the credit belongs to the Naval Fuel 
Works at Tokuyama. Both the rail- 
way and naval experts expect the 
perfection of the process to revolu- 
tionise the fuel situation in this 
country, for Fushun oil is exceed- 
ingly cheap to mine, since the open 
jeut method is used, and the car- 
Jbonisation process is inexpensive, 
Products so far are of fairly good 
Jquality and ean be improved as fime 
Koes on. Moreover, cracking into 
fkasoline at the same plant would 
be possible.

American University Club 
i Meeting 


Over “60 inembers attended the 
ber, monthly meeting of the 
‘American University Club, held at 
Bhe Astor House on Oct. 25, when 
Dr. Esson. M. Gale spoke on “Ad- 
Yentures of Sinology. in. Amecican 
Universities.” 

‘The sinologist working in a vast 
field, even the literature of ancient 
China alone,” said Dr. Gale, “re- 
ards with some envy the palacon- 
ologist, the archaeologist ‘or the 
‘ethnologist, who from the examina- 
tion of a few archaic characters on 
‘& shell or bone, from a skull or 
from a thighbone, is permitted to 
yeconstruct a whole era of pre- 

ory. And yet the rewards of the 
Jabours of the sinologist in the vast 
ramifications of Chinese literature 

the time and 
‘Pains involved. “A unique world is 
@pened, a world equal. to that of 
ancient Greece and of the. still 
‘earlier Mediterranean civilizations, 
in this ancient Chinese world, 
which is now being reconstructed, 
we find that people thought clearly. 
gh the problems of life. They ime 
‘gined a well defined world after 
death. They developed a political 
and a statecraft based upon 
ranscendant virtue of the sove- 
reign, relying upon the wisdom of, 
the philosopher-scholay. ‘They 
thought out economic problems. 
Fach of these great fields of human 
concern are equally emphasized, 
with a realism of approach which 
‘often offers solutions to questions 
which vex the world to-day, It is 
this, world which is beginning to 
disclose its richness to the peoples of 
the Occident, through the investiga- 
tions of the Sinologist, and I can as- 
ure you that, there are adventures 
to be met with which quite equal 
‘those of the explorer in Mongolia, 
the patient excavator of long buried 
Villages, or the exhumer of pre- 
storie’ skeletal remains.” 

‘The speaker described the origin 
and growth of departments of Chi- 
nese studies in America, particularly 
at the Universities of California, 
Columbia and Havard. An indica: 
tion of the interest of the American 
hation in Chinese civilization, he 
‘pointed out, was the Chinese section 
‘of the Library of Congress at 
Washington with over 136,000: Chi- 
wese volumes. In addition the 
Library hax some 12,000 volumes in 
Japanese, and several thousand 
‘volumes in Korean, Mancha, Mongol 
and Tibetan, ‘The Chinese collec 
tion, began with the purchase of 
2888 volumes from the library of 
the first American Minister to 
China, Caleb Cushing, the negoti 
tor of the Treaty of Wanghsia in 
1844, 

Especially signifieant of the 
growth of interest in Chinese 
studies in America is the part play: 
ed by the sinological section of the 
American Oriental Society. "This, 
Venerable organization, one of the 
oldest in America, has been chiefly 
devoted for many years to the study 
‘of the Near Eust, Palestine, Egypt 
and to the Sanserit and Pall litera- 
tures of India. The field of Semitic 
studies has enjoyed a preeminence 
Because of its relationship to Chris- 
n theology, forming the basis es- 
pecially of Old Testament research. 
Within recent years, numerically 
speaking at least if notin weight 
of scholarship, the American Orient- 
al'Society has in its membership 
ard ‘in the arrangement of its an-

Women who were shopping in 
Oxford Street shrieked as thi 
crushed in the erowd when the pol 
cleared Cumberland Place and many 
shop windows were smashed.

Gardens from which it is hardly 
distinguishable, Regent's Park, 
St. James Park’ and Green Park, 
So, although the all-conquoring

it is not allowed _ to interfere 
with the Royal Parks. They 
become therefore the charge of 
the Government of the day and 
thelr administration is inclu 
in the portfolio of the First 
Commissioner of Works—anoth 
example of the sublime conser 
tism of the British Constitution. 
And Hyde Park has also its great 
irrelevancy in the Marble Arch,

In recent 
years it has been made all the 
more irrelevant by being maroon- 
ed in the midst of heavily burden- 
ed roads. It was to have had on 
the top a statue of George 1V on 
horseback. That idea _was 
abandoned and now the First 
Gentleman of Europe is in 
‘Trafalgar Square close to Gen- 
eval “Chinese” Gordon. 

The present magnificence of 
the junction of Edgware Road 
and Oxford Street, presided over 
by the Marble Arch contrasts 
with its earlier history. To-day 
the Arch is companioned by a 
modern luxury cinema, The 
Regal. Park Lane with its new 
Duildings runs sharply at right 
angles to Oxford Street and the 
Georgian tecture of the 
Bayswater Road which Oxford 
Street really becomes the moment 
it passes Marble Arch is being 
rapidly replaced.

ig scarcely a stone out of its place 
throughout the whole of the track, 
its strict discipline, high freight 
‘rates, and an extraordinary system 
of Homanisation of the names of 
the stations, the work I believe of 

‘native of  Fukien, who had been 

jucated in Belgium, and a French 
‘member of the staff, who had lived 
for some years in Saigon. 

T was curious to see what changes 
the hand of time and the ravages 
of civil war had had upon this some- 
what unique railway, and ws 
leased to see that, in’ spite of t 

that 


washed away the embankinent in 
‘several places, thereby necessiatat- 
ing @ large amount of repair work, 
the "rolling stock and the track in 
general were in as high a state of 
efficiency as ever, and even the 
stones seemed to ‘speak sermons of 
cleanliness and good order. The 
only criticism one can make is that 
offi the train seemed to 
make too free a use of ‘the first 
class accommodation, and it would 
bbe better if they had a special car 
for thomselves. 
Full credit must be given to all 
tributed to this satis 
of affairs, but it must 


‘cannot be used on other railways and 
0 has not been commandeered from 
‘time to time by the passing war- 
lords. When the railway was first 
built’ there was much criticism at 
the ‘decision to adopt the metre 
gauge, as it involved the tranship- 
ment of both goods and passengers 
at Shihehiachwang, and this was ¢ 
pecially hard on the coal industry, 
which furnishes the chief export of 
Shansi, However, the great cost of 
building anormal “gauge line 
through such ‘mountain- 
fous country was the deciding fact 
fand after the experiences of the 
few years he would indeed be a bold 
man who would advocate a change. 

Tmmediately on arrival in Tai 
one is struck by the great develop- 
ment which hax taken place sine: 
the days of the revolution. Former- 
ly it, was nothing more than a small 
provineial capital with a. population 
of from 30,000-40,000 inhabitants 
and contained a number of open 
spaces, in fact, during the good old 
times snipe and duck shooting eduld 
be had within the city along the west 
wall, The population is now from 
170,000-180,000 ‘and the new build- 
ings that have gone up are much 
lavger and more substantial than the 
old-ones. ‘These changes are es- 
pecially “noticeable in the south 
suburb where there is now a modern 
style hotel near to the railway sta- 
tion, and in the neighbourhood are 
many native inns and warehouses. 
‘The price of land has gone up en- 

ly and the general standard 

of living has greatly increased. 

This material prosperity 
result of the years when Sh 
tended to her own aff 
through the wise admi 
her Governor Yen Hsi-shan and able 
assistants earned for. herself the 
‘proud title of the “Model Provinee.”” 

‘Things have changed since the 
disastrous civil war vf 1990, but 
‘one of the objects of this article is 
to show that efforts are being made 


to repair the damage and even to 
forward with an ambitious pro-| 
[gramme of reconstruction. 

‘After a few calls on officials and 
jold friends I went to the university 
Jand was most kindly received by the 
Principal, Mr. Wang Lop-hsun, a 
former student anda graduate of 
London University. 

‘As the Shansi University has had

trouble. As the missionary societies 
had not asked any indemnity for th 
foreign lives lost Dr. Richard st 
Jgested that the provincial authori 
ties should start an educational in 
stitution ‘on. modern lines

to put at his disposal the necessary 
funds for a period of 10 years. 

Shortly after this was agreed 
lupon orders came from Peking that. 
a University should be started in 
which ‘modern subjects should be

ments, an Eaitern and a Western 
lone, Dr. Richard being given control 
lof the latter, He appointed Dr. Moir 
Duncan as the Principal and several 
foreigners were engaged as teachers. 
Largely through the efforts of Dr.

the experiment proved a success 
lasted until shortly after the revolu- 
ition when the Chinese authorities 
{took over from Dr. Richard, and the 
two Departments were merged into 
jone. 

‘A number of the earlier graduates 
were sent to England to continue 
their studies and this proved to. be 
‘a matter of great importance for 
many of them returned to China 
Jjust after the revolution, and were 
‘warmly welcomed by Yen Hsi-shan, 
jwho at once appointed them to in: 
Hfuential positions, and they proved 
valuable assistants in the develop- 
ment of their native province.
